functionaries about a theatre is the property 
man," sqfti one who has grown gray in the 
business the other day. 
"By the property 


man is meant the person whose duty it is to 
furnish the properties for all the plays pro- 
duced, and to see that they are placed con- 
veniently at hand to be ready yl hen wanted. 
Properties are everything used in a play ex- 
cept the scenery. The carpets, furniture and 
curtains, guns and pistols, pocket-books, 
money, candles, matches, cigars, pianos, 
pictures, food and drink,- letters, musical in- 
struments—all these and countless other 


in- things come under the head of properties. 


THE PKOPERTY-ROOM. 


"Every theatre has what is called a prop- 


erty-room where' these things are MMjpt It 
has very much the appearance of-a pawn- 
broker's shop, except that .nothing is wrapped 
up and there is no counter. 
Come in here 


and see for yourself," he continued, as he led 
tfoe way into a dingy room at the back of the 
stage, where there was a most heterogeneous 
collection of such articles as he had named. 


"Few people have any idea of the care and 


responsibility of a property man. He has 
more on his mind than anybody else about 
a theatre. There are 130 different things, 
large and small, that he must remember.and 
woe betide him if he forgets any one of them 
or fails to have it in its proper place at the 
right time. People who visit the theatre have 
no idea how dependent they are on the prop- 
erty man for their pleasure, for if he forgets 
anything or does not have everything just as 
it should be it will give rise to a contretemps, 
which will retard the action of the scene and 
mar its whole effect. 


A CHOICE OF PISTOLS. - ' 


"For example: It is part of his duty to at- 


tend to all the fire-arms used on the stage. In 
the most critical part of the play the leading 
man is to rescue the leading lady from the 
toils of the villain by killing him with a 
pistol shot. The property man selects the 
best pistol in his collection, cleans and 
loads it carefully, fires it off in the prop- 
erty-room to make sure that it won't miss 
fire, loads it again, and in a perfectly 
comfortable frame of mind givls it to the 
leading man as he goes on for bis great 
scene. The critical moment arrives. The 
leading man cries out in his most terrible • 
voice: 'Die villain!' and pulls the trigger, 
but the pistol doesn't go off, so the villain 
must either fall and die without having been 
shot, or else he must live on, succeed in ab- 
ducting the beautiful maiden and thus ruin 
the play. I am sorry to say that property 
men, being somewhat given to profanity, 
divide their firearms into three classes—the 
sure, the very sure and the d 
d sure. The 


first are given to the most unimportant of 
the supers, the second are given to those of 
somewhat greater importance, while .only the 
last are ever given to the people who play* 
important parts and whose guns must go 
off in order to carry out the plot of the play. 


"Writing letters is another important duty 


of the property man. The letters which peo- 
ple read on the stage are all written for them 
by him. Actors do not commit them to 
memory, but simply read them when they 
are haftded to them upon the stage. In the 
multiplicity of his cares the property man 
sometimes forgets to write one of these let- 
ters, and when the actor to whom it is 
•handed opens it he finds only a blank sheet 
of paper. His wits must serve him then, and 
if he knows the general purport of the letter 
he 
can 
improvise 
it. 
If not he can 


only affect to read and exclaim when he has 
finished: 'TRs well' 


SWEARING AT PROPERTY MEN. 


"More fault is found with the property man 


than with all the other attaches of the stage 
put together. A property man is expected to- 
know how to make anything and everything. 
If there is a crown and scepter required, if 
a golden goblet is needed, or if thweisa 
demand for a handsome drawing-room man- 
tel, the property man must make them all, 
and no one outside of the profession can have 
any idea of the skill with which a first-rate 
property man can make a-most deceptive 
imitation of almost anything. Turkeys and 
chickens, either with their feathers on or 
dressed and roasted for the table; fish and 
vegetables of all kinds, pies and cakes—all 
are within the resources of his art, as indped 
it would be hard to name any thing that is 
not. 


Several days before the production of a' 


new play there is given to the property mau 
a complete list of all the properties required 
therein, and it is his duty to see that they 
are all ready in their proper places at the 
proper time Many of these things, of course 
he already has in his extensive, collection in 
the property-room. Others he will borrow 
if he can, from other theatres or from stores 
which deal in the articles required. China and 
glassware, furniture, fancy riding whips 
paintings 
and bric-a-brac 
are 
always 


borrowed from stores, the dealers being glad 
to loan them for the sake of obtaining fre» 
admission to the theatre and of having their 
name on the house programme. 


A STAGE BANQUET. 


"Stage banquets, suppers and meals of 


all lands often put the ingenuity of the 
property man to a severe test. If the man- 
ager is economical the most elegant ban- - 
quetsare but hollow mockeries. The tur- 
keys and chickens, which seem to spectators 
to be roasted to such a delicious degree of 
brownness, are only brown holland stuffed 
with sawdust. The wines are cold tea or 
water colored with burnt sugar. Sometimes 
they are drank from pasteboard goblets and 
then they are purely imaginary. Do you re- 
member Dickens' description of how Mr

Poor Matilda Heron always did so, 
too, when she played Camille, and Albina de 
Mer the wife of M. B. Curtis revived this 
good old custom in the same play when sne 
starred it last season, presenting a bill of fare 
which included oysters, raw and fried, roast 
turkey, chicken salad and real wires.

waukee at 6-50 p. m., considerably earlier than 
had been announced, and as a cor sequence very 
few persons were at the* depot to meet him. The 
Young Republican club, numbering 
3,500 


marchers, reached the depot before the party en- 
tered carriages and served as an escort to the 
residence of Hon. Joseph Medill.where he dined 
quietly. After dinner be proceeded to the Grand 
Pacific hotel to take his part in the evening's 
demonstration. 


An Affair of Magnitude. 


CHICAGO, Oct. £5.—The night demonstration 


, accorded to the republican presidential and vice 


presidential candidate* .was an affair of great 
magnitude, as the conditions proved favorable 
for the marchers and spectators alike, a clear 
sky and bracing atmosphere, and until late into

When Mr. Blaine appeared and 
came to be recognized there was a great roar, 
and it only partially ceased when he uncovered 
and motioned with his hand for silence. Amid 
great confusion he spoke as follows: "Chicago 
is great iu all things; especially great in her bos 
pitalitiea and in bar welcomes. I desire to

Second—That all widows or minor 
children of soldiers and sailors who, as such,

"There was ho chalice to vote upon it. In- 


stantly every man took his hat and coat, and 
before the second toll ot the bell came all 
were away. The same sort of proceedings 
must have dispersed the house, for I remem- 
ber as we passed through the rotunda that it 
was full of members issuing therefrom. 


'The rapidity with which the city was 


thrown into mourning has always caused me 
to wonder. Walking direct from the capitol, 
when we reached the edge of the grounds 
where the peace monument now is, Pennsyl- 
vania avenue was seen to be filled with 
streamers of black, hanging from windows, 
fastened to balconies, wound round columns 
and awning poles, and stretched across tbe 
street It was a solemn sight. 


"The National hotel was thick with crape, 


and so was Morrison's book store, adjoining 
it. It is the same store still, now kept by 
Morrison's son, and formerly the resort and 
lounging place of both Clay and \Vebster. 
There was two little back rooms, one always 
occupied by Clay, and the other by Webster. 
Here, when they had leisure, both would 
always be found reading and studying or dis- 
cussing literature, new and old, but very sel- 
dom politics, with friends and admirers who 
came to seek them out. Clay passed more 
time at Morrison's than Webster. . The little 
rooms did not communicate, and neither 
statesman could be seen by the other. 


"The event, though long expected, shocked 


people to the extent that all business was 
suspended. 
Many bar-rooms, even, were 


closed, and in others men lowered their 
voices and conversed in quiet tones, as if in 
the presence of the dead. I was in Wash- 
ington at the time of the assassination of 
Lincoln, and again at that of Garfield, out 
neither event appeared to throw such gloom 
over the city as the death of Henry Clay. 
The feeling was one of pure sorrow, unmixed 
with indignation or anger, such^as is felt at 
the deeds which led to the murder of the 
presidents. On these occasions men were 
boisterous with threats and grief, but silence 
and gloom overspread the city where lay the 
dead body of the much loved orator and 
statesman. It was in time of peace, and the 
capital was unused to such shocks, and tkere- 
fore men talked in whispers when all was 
over with Henry Clay. 


"He was buried in the congressional ceme- 


tery, and a monument was placed upon the 
spot; but there is nothing under it. Strangely 
enough, for all the many years Clay had 
passed in Washington, his wife had never 
visited that city. Once he .had started to 
fake his daughter to reside there during the 
session, but she died on the way. Mrs. Clay 
always remained at their Kentucky planta- 
tion of Ashland, and managed the estate 
while her husband devoted himself to na- 
tional affairs. 


"His body was disinterred from the con- 


gressional cemetery and taken back to his 
ol.l Kentucky home. It was taken by the 
Baltimore & Ohio to Cumberland, as far as 
the railroad was then completed, and from 
thence in a hearse by tbe old National road 
to the Ohio river. Ceremonial obsequies 
were held for Henry Clay in all the cities of 
the country. A magnificent funeral arch 
was erected in Detroit at the corner of 
Woodward and Jefferson avenues."

These are bnt a 
few of the phenomenal freaks of the Missouri 
river, which account for the frequent changes 
of the channel and the danger which threatens 
the man so unwise as to risk hia life in the 
stream either as a swimmer or in a frail row 
boat.

Capt. I. P. Baker received a telegram from 


Capt. John Barr, Sunday, informing him that 
Captain Barr left GaUatin on that day in com- 
mand of the Helena with a load of bones for 
Bismarck. By the way_ the bone question is 
indeed an interesting as well as a curious one.

One More Drowned. 


Another sad case of drowning was reported to 


the TRIBUNE yesterday afternoon by Mr. W. W. 
Neale. of Lake Benton, who arriveo in Bismarck 
Thursday with the intention of going to Tank 
ton in a small boat, which he proceeded to 
cor struct aa soon as he reached the city. On 
Saturday, just as he had finished the boat, a 
yonng man named John W. Edwards came along 
and wanted to join him, to which proposition 
he agreed. Edwards came from Jamestown 
Friday. At 5 o'clock Saturday evening the two 
young men left the Bismarck landing in tie 
frail craft, with the intention of gliding down 
the Missouri until they reached Yankton. At 
about 3 o'ck-ck in the evening, when they had 
reached a point opposite Sibley Island,Edwards 
rowing and Neals dipping out the water which 
had run in, the former, looking around, saw a 
snag and gave warning to Neale. They at- 
tempted to.steer clear, but had gone too far, and 
were caught in a whirlpool which swung tbe 
boat around, the stern striking the enag. The 
boat was almost instantly capsized and the two 
occupants found themselves vainly straggling 
for life in the angry torrents of the Missouri, 
with coats, overcoats and boote to gather sand 
and drag them to tbe bottom. Neale grabbed 
the snag with his hands and caught the capsized 
boat with the toes of his boots, hoping that Ed- 
wards could hang to the boat and creep to 
the snag.

effortti were useless, 


as the boat and current, together with the 
straggles of his companion would have broken 
his hold on the snag, and he was forced to let 
the boat go. Edwards seemed perfectly help- 
less, and giving an agonizing cry disappeared. 
Neale clung\ to the snag, which was about 
twenty rods from the island, until he could rid 
himself of his overcoat, undercoat and boots, 
and then started to swim to shore.

The Missouri's Death Traps. 


A representative of the TBIBUKE cornered an 


old rivermau Tuesday, afternoon and suc- 
ceeded in getting a very interesting conversa- 
tion on the Missouri river, its currents, eddies, 
bottom and changes. As there have been a 
number drowned in the river of late, the scribe 
asked the ground for the belief that no man 
can get into the stream with his clothes on and 
get ont alive. In answer to this question, the 
riverman said that it was owing to the amount 
of sand and mud in the water; the clothing 
soon becomes filled with the sediment and drags 
the nniortnnate victim to the bottom. 
Even 


to good swimmers, who may go in bathing 
without a shred of clothing, there is the great- 
est of danger. Tbe aged boatman said that a 
man might swim tbe stream a thousand times, 
bnt at any time he is liable to be caneht in an 
eddy or whirlpool and lose all self control. 
These ere

and even a large sized row boat is often swamped 
by them. There is but one means of escaping 
death, and that ia by diving, going deep en- 
ough to catch the under current and fsr enough 
to secure smooth water. But the strangest of 
all water phenomen, are the 


CBOSS CURRENTS 


of the Missonri. Parties in small row boats are 
often dnmbfouded to find that while going 
down stream their craft will sometimes stop 
with such suddenness as to throw them head 
long or capsize. This is where the cross current 
is met with, and at various points on the river, 
especially during the Jane rise, will be found a 
strong rapid current directly across the stream 
running almost from shore to shore. These are 
sure death to any who may be «o unfortunate as 
to come in contact with them. The speed of 
the cross currents is wonderful, being forced in 
their curious and contrary coarse by a perfect 
rotary motion of the entire body for several 
rods which is caused by the boiling orirolling up 
of the muddy bottom. The cross cutrent will 
some'imes last for twenty minutes, and then, 
with the suddenness caused by the force of the 
mighty stream, stop, leaving a narrow streak of 
mud and raffled surface to mark its conree. In
